THERE IS AN ANSWER 


The reader is invited to study the sketch at the 
beginning of this column, showing most of the roads 
in the vicinity of the Glen Road School. 

Last week, while walking to school on Glen Road 
a child was badly injured, = 

Five or six years ago, the Selectmen studied 
Glen Road, from a Chapter 90 viewpoint, with a part 
of the study being directed towards safety for school 
children, and apart being directed tothe problem 
of spending Chapter 90 money, 

The Selectmen were unable to come up with an 
answer, principally because Glen Road is a street 
which has been in existance since before 1742, It is 
restricted to less than 30 feet in width, for most of 
its length, In order to provide the 50 foot minimum 
asked for Chapter 90 Construction (60 feet is the 
preferred width) it would be necessary to cut off the 
front steps of many homes. In some cases there 
would be more than the steps cut off. The resulting 
damages would be terrific. 

At the time of the study the Wilmington Planning 
Board made one suggestion, and the Town Crier 
made another, 

The Planning Board suggested, instead, that 
Garden Avenue, a partly used unaccepted street, be 
improved and widened, and that a pedway be con- 
structed from the end of Brattle Street to the parking 
lot of the Glen Road School.

the school, Mass Avenue and Hobson Avenue, would 

be exposed to Glen Road traffic at only the place 

where Brattle Street crosses Glen Road. 

For children approaching the school from the 
west the Town Crier suggested that Glen Road be 
closed to traffic between the hours of 8 am to 4 pm 
between Miller Road and Harnden Street, There are 
only four homes on this section of Glen Road, This 
is exactly what the Selectmen did, many years ago, 
on Middlesex Avenue, in front of what is now the 
Swain School, where the alternate route which has to 
be provided is Church Street. 

The alternate route, which the state requires, 
would be Harnden Street, but this alternate route is 
not attractive to drivers who are seeking the ‘easy’ 
way, because of the sharp turn that must be made 
from Main Street. In other words Glen Road traf- 
fic would be cut to a minimum, of only drivers 
who actually have to use that street, and not the 
drivers who are seeking to avoid Wilmington Square 
traffic, 

The ideas of the Wilmington Planning Board 
and the Town Crier were good five or six years

It was announced last week that 
Avco will destroy the home of the 
late Herbert C Barrows, if that 
company cannot find a way to have 
it removed from the site on which 
it has stood for the past 26l years, 

Perhaps this is just a good atime 
as any to tell some of the stories 
about Herb Barrows, in the Town 
Crier, and to show some of the 
pirates that are connected with his 


The old timers of Wilmington 
knew him well, but tothe thousands 
of people who are new comers he 
is just a name ~ the name of the 
High School Auditorium. 

Herbert C Barrows died on Oct. 
2, 1961, full of years and honors, 
He had served his adopted town 
for over sixty years without ever 
missing a town meeting. He had 
been a Selectman, a Library Trus- 
tee, and then the Chairman of the 
Finance Commitee for 25 years, 
He had taken a part in many of the 
events of this town, in the early 
part of the twentieth century, and 
he left behind him a legacy of thrift 
and financial integrity. 

For many years Herb Barrows 
fought, inthe annual Town Meetings 
of Wilmington, against the unneces 
Sary spending of money. He wasn’t 
always successful, but he was al- 
ways respected for his stand, 

Essentially he was a farmer, but 
he wasalsoa scholar, a contractor, 
and, to name another accomplish- 
ment, an expert on horses, 


Reading was his Home 


Herbert C Barrows was not born 
in Reading, as was popularly be- 
lieved, but he grew up in that town 
in a farmhouse that still exists, 
just over the line from Wilmington 
at the end of Barrows Road, 

His father, of Maine stock, was 
a dairy man, and Herb, as a young 
man, did his share of duties as 
tender of a herd of cattle, andthen 
selling the milk to local business- 
men and homeowners, 

He attended the Reading Public 
Schools, and then the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. About 
1888 he got his first job away from 
his father’s farm - teaching in 
Reading High School. 

The Reading High School was 
then located in a building which 
still stands, on the north side of 
Reading Common, and close to the 
Old South Church (Methodist) in 
that town, Herb was assigned to 
teach a class of unruly boys, on 
the second floor, Several pre- 
vious teachers had resigned, ra- 
ther than try to teach those boys, 

Characteristically Herb soived 
that problem on his first day as a 
teacher, 

The first boy that started acting 
up was met squarely by his teacher 
Herb not only knocked that boy 
down, but he went beyond that and 
kicked that boy down stairs to the 
first floor, 

Much alarmed the school prin- 
cipal came rushing up stairs to ex- 
postulate with his new teacher, 

Herb said very little. He pointed 
to his class and asked the Princi 
pal: Did you ever see a quieter 
class of boys? 

The principal got the point, and 
so did the class, Herb stayedthere 
for a couple ofyears, teaching, and 
he never had any more trouble. 


Move to Wilmington 


Herb Barrows happened tomove 
to Wilmington because a Reading 
Nurseryman, named Jacob Man- 
ning, ran into some financial dif- 
ficulties, 

Jake Manning owned a nursery 
in Reading which was located on the 
west side of High Street, near the 
railroad, He bought the oldSamuel 
Gowing place, in North Wilmington, 
to extend his business, and started 
a nursery there, Then, financially 
strapped, he sold that nursery to 
Herb and his father, back about 
1890. That was the start ofHerbs’ 
business as the North Wilmington 
Nursery. 

‘There was about 100acresin that 
old Gowing farm, Thirty five of 
those acres are now a part of the 
Barrows Well Field, of the Wil- 
mington Water Department, The 
house was burned down to make way 


still survive - planted by Herb, 
in the years that followed, 

And it was shortly after this 
that Herb bought, from the heirs, 
the old home of John Perry, black 
smith, on Woburn Street, together 
with about 100 acres of land, 

‘The price was $700. Herb sold 
70 of those acres, 60 years later, 
to AVCO, for a reputed price of 
$70,000, 

It was in this house that he lived

Dear Larz, 

Yes, Larz, I did know I was 
talking about income taxes two 
‘weeks ago in my letter about tax 
collections four times a year, I 
also know that income taxes once 
were collected only once a year 
on the following April ist, But 
the law was changed later so they 
could be collected four times a 
year within the same year; so 
there is no reason why the real 
estate tax law could not also be 
changed, 

In fact, it does seem very silly 
to me for the towns and cities to 
have to borrow money from the 
banks in anticipation of taxes and 
pay them interest, when the banks 
collect thousands of dollars every 
month in taxes when they collect 
their mortgag money, Sure, they 
put that money in escrow, but 
they can reinvest it in certain 
short time paper as specefied by 
law. So they make money both 
ways and the towns and cities 
lose, 

I think it is time that the real 
estate laws and collections were 
brought up to the times,

Herb raced there every Sunday. 
It was supposed to be a sort of 
‘Gentleman’s Race’ but the tactics 
employed were frequently quite 
the opposite, and Herb was able 
to keep up his end. . 

One of the favorite tactics em- 
ployed by the drivers ofthe sulkies 
involved the chewing of tobacco, 
and, at an opportune moment, spit- 
ting into the wind in such a manner 
as to blind a man who was following, 
It happened to Herb - and it also 
happened to the drivers who were 
following Herb! 

He boasted about it, more than 
once, while recounting those days, 

In horse racing, then, as today, 
there are many tricks, and one of 
them is the introduction of ‘ring- 
ers’ ~ horses which have hadtheir 
appearance altered, by paint, or by 
a judicious clipping of hair, or 
otherwise, One of the stories that 
Herb used to tell involved just such 
a ringer. 

It was characteristic of Herb, 
and his love of horseflesh, that he 
recognized the horse for what it 
was, the moment he saw it, 

It was introduced at the Quanna- 
powitt Track, one Sunday afternoon 
by a man from Bar Harbor Maine 
who was very proud of his latest 
acquisition, He asked Herb ‘What 
do you think of it?” 

‘Don’t take it out in the rain!’ 
was all that Herb said, as he spat 
out a wad of tobacco, 

Sure enough, on the day of the 
first rainstorm the horse turned 
color, Herb knew! 


Probably the finest horses that 
Herb ever owned were a pair named 
Ada F., and Billie B, He owned 
these at the time he was courting 
the lady who became his second 
wife, and used to race them, too, 
on Sundays at Quannapowit, 

Tt was something for the young 
People of Wilmington to see Herb,

Herb did have apart inthe erect- 
fon ofthe new High Sehool, in 1915- 
the one now named the Swain School 
That school cost the town $55,000. 


Lumber and Trees 


If you look at the yard of Herb 
Barrows today you will see over 
50 cords of wood there, stacked 
away. 

All his life Herb dealt in cord 
wood, and in white pine lumber 
too, 

He sold the cord wood, in Win- 
chester and Malden, and other 
places, and he sold the white 
pine to any lumber mill which 
would buy it. 

Many are the places in Wilming- 
ton, and nearby towns, where Herb 
has conducted his tree cutting 
operations. 

Up in the Garden of Eden, up to 
10 years ago ( and possibly even 
today) one could see traces of the 
dams that Herb built, during the 
winter months, for the purpose of 
floating out logs in the springtime. 
Perhaps that is how he met Nina

It was around 1912, give or take 
a couple of years, that Herb Bar- 
rows was elected a Selectman of 
‘wilmington. 

He wasn’t too popular a Select- 
man. He was just too blunt to get 
Te-elected often, In fact he was 
only re-elected once - Selectmen 
in those years had to be elected 
every year. 

But as a Selectman he played 
his part. 

There was a police official, for 
instance - he shall not be named 


here - who went to Lowellevery | 


Saturday night, in uniform, and got 
drunk, 

It wasn’t a mild case of drunk~ 
eness, He would pass out, cold, 
on the sidewalk in Kearney Square. 
‘The Lowell Police would call Herb, 
and he would hitch up the horse and 
buggy, and retrieve that police of- 
ficer, 

The manwas never fired, He was 
a good cop the rest of the week, 

And there was the time that the 
Chief of Police couldn’t do anything 
at the Jackson Club, 

The Jackson Club building still 
stands, at the corner of Grove Ave 
and Wilde Ave. Today it is a 
private nome, 

Back in the days before World 
War I it wasa private club for some 
young men from Charlestown,
